“UNSBABLE AS WATER” 
It must be about twenty years since 
the late Mr. Asquith announced in the Bri- 
tish House of Commons that the United 
States was deliberately left out of the cal- 
culation when the Government came to 
make plans to keep the British navy up 
to the “two power” standard. It is some- 
what curious that Premier Baldwin found 
it necessary to say the same thing again 
the other day; when he declared that 
Great Britain has no intention of building 
a navy in competition with the United 
States 

One would suppose that the hard-rid- 
den British tax-paver would “freeze” onto 
so eminently sane a proposition as that, 
accept it as a working maxim, and refuse 
to listen to fakirs and firebrands who sug- 


gest any contrary course. But the fact is | 


that in Britain, as in the United States, 
there is a volatile element which provides 
a ready audience for the trouble-maker 
who naturally loses no opportunity to fill 
such willing and capacious ears with 
claims that one country is trying to “‘put 
something over” the other. This element 
is a minority in either country, but it is 
dangerous in proportion as it is gullible 


ENCOL RAGE CANADIAN WRITERS 


Next week is “Canadian book week.” 
The object is fairly obvious and is pretty 
generally understood. It is that Canadian 
readers should at this time, in selecting 
their reading matter, give the preference 
to books written by Canadian authors. To 
the end that these authors may continue 
to be Canadians end continue to be 
authors 

Canada has a literature of which it 
may well be proud. But that literature is 
not as comprehensive, and perhaps not as 
excellent, as it would have been but for 
two weakening factors. A good many 
Canadian writers have left the country to 
make a living. A good many more have 
ceased to write and gone into business for 
the same purpose. Literature is the pro- 
duct and mark of genius Bui even 
genius must eat. There cannot be any 
doubt that if the demand for Canadian 
books were stronger there would be more 
of them written, and that in the competi- 
tion to meet that demand the general 
quality would be improved. Buying a 
Canadian book is a very direct and prac- 


tical way of helping to develop one branch 


of the fine arts in Canada 


TWO WAYS OF PAYING 


A Dominion bond issue amounting to 
$53,000,000, which fell due recently, 
was redeemed in cash. This large sum 
represents about two-thirds the amount 
by which the national debt was reduced in 
the first half of the fiscal year, and about 
one-third the amount by which it will 
probably be cut down during the whole 
year. Canada’s war debt and other oblige- 
tions are thus being actually wiped out of 
existence on the instalment plan 

Germany is also paying its war debt, 
represented by instalments due under the 
Dawes plan of settlement. But this is be- 
ing done by borrowing money from Wall 
Street with which to meet the instalments 
Germany is thus changing creditors, and 
nothing more, the country being as far in 
debt after the exchange as before. The 
practical difference is that the interest bill 
of the Canadian taxpayer is growing |’ ht 
er, while that of the German taxpayer is 
not getting less, and is getting larger if the 
Wall Street bankers demand «4 higher 
rate than the Allied Governments imposed 
Financially Canada is emerging, while 
Germany is remaining water-logged, if it 
is not really submerging 


CHEAPER TO GO IN 


It is good news that Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton and the minister of railways are to 
get into conference one of these days and 
decide what is to be done about making 
the National Railways a partner with the 
C. P. R. in the transportation business of 
northern Alberta. The question has to be 
settled before the end of the year, and the 
sooner it is Cecided, and the decision made 
known, the better. The matter is one of 
very real importance to Edmonton and to 
the northern two-thirds of this province 
so important that the decision will be 
awaited with some anxiety, and should be 
given out early enough to allow an effec- 
tive expression of puble opinion before 

i meets. 

Unless railway strategy runs counter 
to the rules which hold in ordinary busi- 
ness there can be only one decision con- 


| sistemt with the interests of the National |

Railways. To the man on the street it |/ 
seems plain enough that the National can- 
not afford to throw away the present and 
prospective traffic of the Peace River and 
Athabasca districts.

the cost of a co-partnership in the exist- 
ing lines. The National, in fact, can se- 


cure an “even break” in the division of

The Frevdian formula of escape 
doesn't fit the case at all; for those 
who escapt into illness of can't face 
the music are Mying as a rule from 
personal situations; they are trying to 
escape from themselves. Nor does the 
other Freudian principle that applies 
so generally, namely, that thet we are 
all pleasure-seekers and won't fac« 
reality, have any special application 
to evaders. 

The evader is all too conscious and 
deliberate in his technique. He tells 
callers that he is net at home; steals 
out of the back door, and stays away 
from his office when the man With 
a just claim is to call. Evading ts not 
staying away from the dentist or put- 
ting off the evil day, for thrat is the 
common failing with little relation to 
evading responsibility 

Judging by the evaders I have met, 
I put down a good deal of their psy- 
chology to weakness, more moral than 
mental, but a fusion of both 
Evaders are lame ducks and weak 
sticks; they are clos to failures any- 
way They are not schemers and 
promoters and aggressive tricksters, 
who, it is true, seek the woods or the 
tall grass when somebody is on their 
trail; that’s intelligible enough.
